A  short 
time  ago  several  Italian  gentlemen  w’ere  thrown  into  gaol 
for  the  offence  of  reading  the  Bible.

At  the  conclusion  of  his  last  lecture  upon  the  English 
humourists  Mr  Thackeray  took  occasion  to  revive  an  old 
discussion  in  which  wo  took  part  some  year  and  a  half  ago 
concefniiig  the  claims  of  literary  and  scientific  men  on 
public  recognition. 

After  remarking  that  this  was  a  point  on  which  he  had 
formerly  differed  from  friends  engaged  in  tho  same  pursuits 
as  himself,  and  that  in  the  face  of  the  assembly  which  had 
filled  his  lecture-room  it  would  bo  ingratitude  in  him  to 
change  his  opinion,  he  proceeded  to  say  that  the  cry  wa.s, 
Literature  is  neglected.  His  answer  was,  No,  no,  no.  “  We 
“  do  moot  with  kindness  ”  he  added.  “  No  literary  man 

standing  on  his  own  merits,  working  well,  paying  his  debts, 
“  and  living  decently,  would  find  that  he  had  any  cause  to 
“  complain  of  a  world,  which,  for  his  own  part,  be  had  found 
“  most  generous,  cordial,  and  liberal.” 

Now,  so  far  as  the  observations  of  Mr  Thackeray  went  to 
affirm  that  men  of  letters  must,  like  other  men,  suffer  for 
their  private  shortcomings,  we  heartily  agree  with  him  ;  but 
that  has  nothing  in  the  world  to  do  with  the  main  question. 
Wo  doubt  whether  a  census  of  the  habits  of  the  population 
duly  classified  (could  such  a  thing  bo  produced)  would  not 
dispnive  with  enormous  emphasis  the  cominott  prejudice 
that  recklessness  concerning  tailor's  bills,  and  general  extra¬ 
vagance,  are  features  of  a  literary  cliaracter.  But  be  this 
as  it  may,  we  agree  with  Mr  Thackeray  in  affirming  the 
obvious  truth  that  those  who  cultivate  literature  and  science, 
having  a  position  in  society  assigned  to  them,  must  bo  con¬ 
tent  if  in  it  they  stand  or  sink  in  just  proportion  to  their 
own  merits.  Whether,  however,  the  position  in  English 
society  which  men  of  letters  and  science  occupy,  up  to  which 
they  may  rise,  and  from  which  they  may  fall,  be  all  they  have 
to  claim — this,  wo  apprehend,  is  the  point  really  at  issue. 
Pointing  to  his  aristocratic  audience,  Mr  Thackeray  says  we 
do  meet  with  kindness,  l^o  we  meet  with  justice  also  ? 

It  is  no  question  about  personal  attentions,  it  is  no 
question  about  a  great  man's  smiles,  Mr  Thackeray 
values  all  that  at  its  proper  worth ;  and  remembering 
what  passed  when  these  matters  were  formerly  in  dis¬ 
cussion,  wo  cannot  doubt  his  regard  for  his  calling,  or 
his  wish  to  see  it  properly  esteemed.  But  we  could  not 
give  a  more  striking  proof  of  the  conaplete  falsity  of  the 
literary  man’s  position  in  this  country,  than  that,  in  mooting 
any  point  connected  with  it,  we  are  driven  to  such  illustra¬ 
tions.  They  declare  the  prevailing  opinion  of  the  limits 
set  to  his  ambition.  In  all  other  states  of  Europe  which 
we  can  account  respectable,  literature  and  science  cultivated 
with  succ;^  are  passports  to  public  honours.  The  man 
who  with  a  pen  can  influence  opinion,  or  add  to  human 
knowledge,  when  true  to  his  calling,  stands  far  before  the 
man  of  the  sword  as  a  benefactor  to  his  race.  His  intellect 
declares  him  qualiffed  to  think  for  his  country,  and  it  is  by 
thought  henceforward,  not  by  force,  that  countries  must  be 
governed.  The  symbols  of  worldly  dignity,  the  names  and 
titles  which  command  the  homage  of  untutored  minds, 
while  they  command  such  homage  are  not  empty  sounds. 
Why  should  they  be  limited  to  success  in  fighting  on  the 


field  or  in  the  forum — why  should  the  post  of  vulgar  admira¬ 
tion  not  sometimes  be  occupied  by  men  who  have  a  better 
claim  on  even  such  forms  of  the  nation’s  gratitude  ?  The 
best  offices  of  service  to  a  state  are  those  in  which  a  thinker 
is  required  ;  and  more  than  many  of  its  lawyers,  more  ‘than 
all  its  soldiers,  it  is  in  such  offices  that  the  higher  class  of 
men  of  letters  and  science  are  competent  to  serve. 

Our  complaint  is  loss  that  literature  and  science  require 
patronage  tlian  that  the  mind  of  tlie  nation  wants  recogni¬ 
tion.  It  is  not  with  patronage  in  the  ordinary  sense  that 
the  claim  of  literature,  the  equal  claim  of  science,  the  claim 
of  human  intellect  in  fact,  to  its  duo  place  among  men,  has 
really  anything  to  do.  The  true  man  of  letters  does  not 
care  if  ho  should  die  and  never  see  a  duke,  though  he  would 
labour  to  die  honoured  by  those  people — beggars  some  of 
them — whom  ho  has  really  regarded  as  the  liigh  and  noble. 
But  his  relation  to  the  State  is  anotlier  matter ;  and  we  say 
that  the  utter  neglect  of  such  services  as  his,  and  of  these  not 
only,  hut  in  an  equal  degree  of  great  scientific  and  moral 
services,  is  the  opprobrium  of  this  country.  The  exagger¬ 
ated  appreciation  of  military  talents  throws  it  out  into  more 
monstrous  prominence.  Take  the  case  of  such  a  man  as  the 
late  Lord  Keane.  Compare  the  act  for  which  the  thanks  of 
Parliament,  a  peerage,  and  a  pension  for  three  lives  to  endow 
it,  were  bestowed  upon  that  lucky  soldier,  with  the  highest 
gitide  of  honour  or  reward  that  was  ever  vfUchsafed  by  our 
English  Government  to  the  loftiest  genius,  theyMllMest 
distinction  in  literature,  the  greatest  moral  or  mechanical 
service,  by  which  nqt  simply  England  has  |^n  benefited 
and  exalted,  but  the  whole  human  race. 

What  we  siieak  of  is  notorious — unhappily  a  fifty  times* 
told  tale.  We  need  not  bo  surprised  that  newer  and  more 
agreeable  doctrine  should  meet  with  more  gracious  recep¬ 
tion.  When  we  last  wrote  ujion  the  subject  wo  showed  at 
what  a  pitiful  disadvantage  even  the  salaries  of  men  of 
literature  or  science,  when  they  happen  to  be  officially  em¬ 
ployed,  boro  to  those  of  official  doorkeepers,  porters,  and 
deliverers  of  jmrliamentary  votes.  The  estimate  of  value  in 
every  such  case  tapers  finely  off  exactly  a.s  it  approaches  the 
departments  of  thought  or  invention.  The  moat  common  of 
the  abilities,  the  services  level  to  the  lowest  capacities,  are 
those  which  are  best  rewarded.  There  has  beep  no  hinglish 
statesman  more  honestly  desirous  than  Sir  Robert  Peel  for 
an  adequate  encouragement  of  literature  and  sinence  iu  so 
far  as  the  arrangements  of  the  Statu  permitted;  yet  so 
thoroughly  did  he  feel  these  to  he  incompatible  in  any  large 
or  liberal  sense,  that  he  was  obliged  very  solemnly  to  warn 
the  House  of  Oomiuons  on  one  occasion  (when  the  claim  of 
Sir  Henry  Pottiiiger  was  before  it)  that  **  it  would  establish 

a  dangerous  precedent  to  liestow  public  honours  on  high 
“  civil  eminence.”  Reward  the  fighter  of*  battles  as  much 
as  you  please,  but  lioware  how  you  reward  tho  man  who 
would  save  you  from  the  necessity  of  fighting  them. 

With  what  Mr  Thackeray  subjoined  to  his  theory  by  way 
of  a  practical  test  to  it,  we  find  ourselves  still  lees  dis- 
{Kised  to  agree.  All  tho  brilliant  successes  of  all  the  men 
on  whose  history  he  ‘had  dwelt,  he  said,  had  arisen  from 
their  literary  talent ;  and  all  their  misfortunes  from  reck¬ 
lessness  and  misconduct,  which  would  equally  .have  cost  any 
other  persons  out  of  society.  In  plain  words  this  would 
mean,  that,  literary  talent  lieing  given,  the  social  position  of 
an  author  has  been  always  proportionate  to  his  morality. 
Yet  in  the  very  humorists  whose  characters  bad  been 
summed  up  •  but  a  few  minutes  before,  we  had  the  singular 
spectacle  of  tlie  man  whom  Mr  Thackeray  (very  harshly, 
and  on  quite  partial  grounds,  as  we  think)  stigmatised  as  a 
wretched  scamp,  vain,  wicked,  and  false,  enjoying  an 
amount  of  consideration  in  the  circles  of  the  rich  and  great, 
wholly  denied  to  the  contemporary  wit  for  whom  the 
lecturer  challenged  all  love  and  tender  regards.  The  truth 
I  is  tliat  the  position  is  untenable  on  every  ground,  and  the 
attempted  [parallel  with  other  callings  and  professions  makes 
it  only  more  obviously  so.  That  which  distinguishes  the 
scholar’s  calling  from  others,  by  its  greater  probabilities  of 
suffering  and  fewer  possibilities  of  reward,  is  written  where 
the  record  is  indelible ;  and  we  are  not  now  call^  i^n  to 
define  the  evil  chances  and  ”  ills”  which  assail  his  life,  or 
to  prove  them  for  the  most  part  unavoidable.

A  CASE  FOR  A  MILD  PROCEEDING. 

Worship  Sturt. — C.  Upton  and  J.  Gutteridge.  two  decently-dressed 
yeulb*.  were  chaiiged  with  having  wantonly  and  lualiciously  placed  a 
stone  upon  the  line  of  the  Eastern  Counties  Railway,  whereby  the 
lives  of  the  paaeengers  travelling  thereon  bad  been  seriously  endan¬ 
gered.  W.  Capes,  one  of  the  railway  guards,  stated  that  while  pro¬ 
ceeding  in  charge  of  his  engine  down  the  line  of  the  filaokwall  and 
Wtiolwidi  Railway,  he  eaw  the  prisoners  stooping  down  over  the  points 
iniinediately  in  front  of  him,  one  of  which  was  drawn  out  by  Upton, 
while  the  other  prisoner  delicately  dropped  some  large  eubetame  between 
the  tongue  of  the  point  and  the  rail.  The  engine  wa*  at  that  moment  in

[lermiiMion  of  riglit  is  allowed  to  cover  the  fraud.  Perhaps  I  can 
better  elucidate  this  contrivance,  so  admirably  suggested  by  the  clause 
alluded  to,  by  detailing  a  circumstance  which  occurred  to  me  in  Paris. 
Having  occasion  to  call  at  the  office  of  the  Minister  of  the  Interior, 
where  registry  and  de{K)sit  of  published  works  is  made,  similar  to  that 
required  at  our  British  Museum,  whilst  in  conversatioii  with  the 
Registrar  a  number  pf  musical  publications  were  brought  in  and  laid 
on  the  counter.  My  curiosity  being  excited,  I  requested  perinisBion 
to  look  them  over,  which  was  readily  granted.  In  doing  so  I  iiiade  a 
memorandum  of  two  pieces  which  bore  the  imprint  of  the  Paris  pub¬ 
lisher.  a  publisher  in  London,  anil  another  in  Germany.  On  leaving 
the  office  I  proceeded  to  the  publisher,  and  requested  to  have  the  two 
pieces  I  had  written  down.  Whether  my  /itrtou  gave  rise  to  any 
hesitation  in  supplying  them,  I  do  not  know;  but  I  was  told  that  if 
they  were  wanted  for  England,  I  could  not  have  them,  but  if  for 
Germany,  1  might.  I  replied  that  I  wanted  them  for  present  use. 
Having  overcome  the  scruples  of  Monsieur  L’Editeur,  I  paid  for  and 
took  them  away.  My  next  step  was  to  write  to  London  to  ascertain 
whether  they  had  l>een  either  registered  or  deposited  at  the  Museum 
or  Stationers’  Hall,  for  the  London  proprietors’  copyright  (1).  or  were 
to  be  procured  at  the  bouse  whose  name  was  on  the  publications. 


They  then  permitted  him  to  make  every  deduction  that  could  p<^ibly 
be  desired  by  him,  and  finding  that  the  net  revenue  considerably  ex-

annually  to  them  *14,000/.,  to  be  applied  to  the  establishment  of 
other  bishoprics,  and  that  he  »hould  retain  the  balance  for  hiiiiself. 
To  this  the  Bishop  loudly  and  pertin.iciously  demurred.  He  said 
lliat  14,000/.  was  far  loo  large  a  deduction — that  in  the  years  1837 
and  1838  the  revenue  of  the  see  would  certainly  not  leave  him, 
after  such  a  deduction,  anything  like  8,000/.  a  year,  and  that  having 
calculated  and  arranged  his  expenses  on  the  auuinption  that  his  . 
income  would  be  8,000/.  a  year,  ho  ha<I  a  right  to  be  assured  at  least 
that  sum.  The  Commissioners,  moved  by  his  importunity,  gave  way, 
and  ultimately  fixed  the  annual  payment  to  be  made  by  him  to 
them  at  13,000/.  a  year. 

Two  septi'iinial  perio<ls  have  since  elapsed,  and  we  now  can  judge 
how  far  the  calculations  submitted  by  the  Bishop  of  Durham  in 
1836-7  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Commis-sioners  have  enabled  tbow 
functionaries  to  carry  out  the  intentions  of  Parliament,  that  his 
Lordship's  yearly  income  should  in  future  he,  as  nearly  as  possible, 
8,000/. 

During  the  first  septennial  period,  from  1837  to  1843,  we  find  that 
his  average  yearly  income  has  been  11,703/.  4s  Id.  ;  in  1837  and 
1838,  the  two  years  in  which  this  man  of  business  proved  to  the  Coni* 
missiunors  that  he  would  receive  nothing  like  8,000/.  a  year,  we  find 
that  his  income  averaged  10,233/.  16s.  fijd.,  and  during  the  last 
•eptciinial  period,  from  1844  to  1850,  we  further  find  that  his  income 
has  averaged  no  less  than  15,683/.  18s.  8|d.  I  Thus,  the  Bishop  of 
Durham  has  received  during  the  last  fourteen  years  no  less  than 
70,630/.  19f.  8}d.  over  and  above  the  sum  of  112,000/.  which  it  was 
iiitsnded  by  Parliament  that  he  should  receive. 

Now,  as  the  Bishop  of  Durham  in  1837  pointed  out  to  the  Com- 
inistioners  that  he  had  fixed  the  scheme  of  his  expenditure  at 
8,000/.  a  year,  it  would  be  unfair  not  to  assume  that  the  bunker’s 
book  of  such  a  wise  and  prudent  prelate  as  1  am  in  charity  bound  to 
suppose  the  Bisitop  of  Durham  to  lie  mutt,  at  the  termination  of 
these  two  septennial  periods,  have  been  in  a  most  plethoric  condition. 
Yet  we  do  not  bear  of  bis  writing  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Coiumissiuners 
to  Bay  that  he  bad  a  large  balance  in  band,  occasioned  by  his  own 
miscalculations  in  setting  forth  the  revenues  of  the  see  in  1836-7, 
which  he  was  prepared  to  pay  in  to  their  account ;  on  the  contrary, 
we  find  them  writing  to  him,  not  to  animuiice  that  the  existing 
arrangement  with  him  is  to  he  cancelled,  but  to  ask  hiiii  whether  he 
sees  any  objection  that  w^noi  the  next  imwiance  of  the  aee  the  impor¬ 
tant  error  should  I>e  rectified,  and  that  the  next  Bishop  of  Durham, 
who  will  pr^lwhly  arrive  at  his  palace  {leiiiiiless,  should  pay  a  much 
larger  annual  deduction  than  is  at  present  paid  by  hiiiiseif. 

To  this  curious  question  the  present  Bishop  of  Durham,  having  in 
hand,  and  intending  to  keep,  the  aforesaid  70,630/.  10s.  8^d.,  which 
he  ought  never  to  have  had,  answers.  “  that  upon  the  whole  he  does

The  Metsatje  of  the  Church  to  Labouring  Men.  A 
Sennon  preached  at  St  John’s  Church,  Charlotte  street, 
Fitzroy  square,  on  the  evening  of  Sunday,  June  the 
iJ2nd,  1851.  By  (’hnrles  Kingsley,  juii..  Hector  of 
Eversley.  Parker  and  Son. 

When  a  man  has  once  made  uji  his  mind  to  utter  opinions 
which,  whether  true  or  false,  are  startling  to  the  principles 
or  the  prejudices  of  the  yieople  among  whom  he  lives,  he 
must  screw  his  resolution  a  peg  higher,  and  be  prepared  to 
accept  one  certainty  and  two  alternatives — the  certainty  of 
being  abused,  and  the  alternatives  of  either  keeping  or  losing 
his  temper  under  the  abuse. 

Now  to  any  one  who  knows  anything  about  the  nature  of 
that  heterogeneous  entity,  “  the  English  mind,”  it  is  quite 
evident  that  when  a  party  appeared  among  us,  arrogating  to 
itself  an  appellation  in  which  the  substantive  ”  Socialism” 
which  all  ]*h)gland  regards  as  dialiolic,  is  preceded  hy  the  ad¬ 
jective  “  Christian”  which  all  Europe  regards  as  divine, 
that  party  was  sure  to  have  it’s  temper  tried  by  much  un¬ 
meaning  abuse  and  much  just  condemnation.  This  trial  has 
been  made,  and  the  party  has  lost  its  temper ;  and  although 
from  this  loss  the  reading  public  has  gained  much  racy  de¬ 
nunciation,  and  a  clearer  knowledge  of  the  language  of  phi¬ 
losophic  Billingsgate,  yet  it  is  to  be  feared  that  the  conception 
which  the  Christian  Socialists  possess  of  their  own  notions, 
and  the  statements  with  which  they  have  favoured  the  world, 
have  both  suffered  in  distinctness  from  this  indulgence  in 
that  dangerous  luxury — virtuous  indignation. 

But  whatever  may  be  thought  of  some  of  the  minor 
rhapsodists  who  are  constantly  tickling  each  other’s  ears 
after  the  fashion  of  Beaseblossom  and  Bottom,  with  re¬ 
ciprocal  compliments  in  transcendental  periodicals,  no  un¬ 
prejudiced  man  can  deny  that  to  Professor  Maurice  and  Mr 
Kingsley,  and  many  other  members  of  their  partv,  belongs 
the  merit  of  yiossessing  a  heart-felt  sympathy  with  human 
suffering,  and  an  unflinching  determination  to  tell  the  truth 
with  regard  to  what  they  believe  to  he  the  causes  of  that 
suffering.  It  is  also  pretty  clear  that  the  parrot  cries  of 
“.doctrines  of  dangerous  tendency,”  “  neology,”  “  Ger 
manism,”  and  the  like  of  these,  with  which  the  men  we  refer 
to  have  lieeii  assailed,  are  richly  worthy  the  treatment 
which  such  symptoms  of  mental  hysteria  commonly  deserve 
— utter  contempt.  While,  however,  we  respect  these  men 
for  their  motives,  and  refuse  to  brand  them  with  meaning¬ 
less  opprobrium,  it  is  quite  impossible  to  accept  their 
views  until  we  know  what  they  are. 

They  tell  us  that  the  co-oi)erativo  principle  is  to  cure 
every  sotdal  evil ;  but  they  have  never  clearly  informed  us 
whether  they  mean  voluntary  co-operation,  or  co-operation 
subject  to  state  control.  Upon  this  fundamental  point  their 
trumpets  are  always  giving  uncertain  sounds.  At  one  time 
Uiey  seem  to  sit  in  reverence  at  the  feet  of  John  Mill,  and 
anon  they  are  accepting  the  fraternal  hug  of  the  quondam 
worthies  of  the  Luxeml^urg. 

Now  although  it  does  seem  to  be  the  fashion  to  attribute 
tM  much  importance  to  the  principle  of  voluntary  co-opera- 
tian  (for  after  all  the  co-operative  system  can  only  tei^  to 
alter  the  distribution  of  profits,  and  is  powerless  to  in- 
creaw  the  demand  for  labour  or  to  reduce  the  cost  of  pro¬ 
duction),  yet  it  is  quite  possible  that  iu  some  cases  it  my 
act  beneficially,  and  at  any  rate  there  is  every  reason  why  a 
fair  trial  be  given  to  the  system  by  the  removal  of  all  laws 
which  tend  unfairly  to  obstruct  voluutaiy  co-operation,  and 
to  render  the  property  of  joint-stock  companies  insecure.  In

agitated  all  Europe  Y  But,  Sir,  I  am  not  content  to  estimate  the 
consequences  of  England's  commercial  reform  by  what  can  he  seen  and 
heard  in  London.  I  have  gone  through  the  length  and  breadth  of  the 
country,  and  in  the  agricultural  and  manufacturing  counties  have 
studied  the  etfects  of  that  reform,  of  which  M.  Thiers  strives  in  vain 
to  deny  the  results.  Everywhere,  without  exception,  I  have  found 
Biiglish  agriculture  making  pr«>gre«8,  accepting  bravely  its  new  con¬ 
ditions,  and  seeking  in  the  improvement  of  processes  and  rotations  a 
com|>en8ation  for  lost  protection.  No.  Sir,  wages  have  not  diminished. 
You  know,  iimreover,  that  diminutions  of  this  kind,  when  they  do 
occur,  do  not  take  place  in  a  general  inaiiner,  so  as  to  afiect  the  entire 
population.  They  come,  like  storms,  upon  some  isolated  departments 
of  industry,  hut  it  is  not  true  to  say  that  there  has  been  any  general 
reduction  of  wages  in  coiise<)ueiice  of  Peel’s  and  Cobden's  reforins.  The 
limited  and  paitiul  changes  which  may  have  taken  place  in  this  tense 
may  have  been  amply  coinpcnsated  by  the  full  in  the  price  of  provi¬ 
sions,  and  no  one  ciwi  pretend,  without  flying  iu  the  face  of  evidence, 
that  the  general  coiiditiuii  of  the  Kiiglish  people  has  not  been  auie- 
lioratevl  to  an  unhoped-tor  extent  by  the  removal  of  the  taxes  on  food. 
This  is  what  all  the  eloquence  of  M.  Thiers  cannot  conceal,  and  all 
England  will  protest  against  the  temerity  of  his  assertions.

Sir, — Several  very  able  and  important  ariiclee  having  appeared  iu 
your  columns  upon  this  subject  during  the  progress  of  the  litigation 
ree)>ociing  the  copyright  assumed  by  English  publishers  for  the  reprints 
of  foreign  works,  in  which  you  seem  to  treat  the  matter  as  an  author’s 
question.

stationed  themselvee  among  the  vineyards,  and  along  ihe  rosMl.  Tk« 
word  of  command  was  at  length  given,  and  all  rush^  forwards  writh 
a  last  impetus  nf  courage,  whilst  the  French  were  driven  back  at  sil 
joints  by  this  desperate  effort  of  their  already  vanauished  opponents. 
Meanwhile  the  enemy's  cannon  roared  without  Intermission ;  our 
ruined  batteries  without  artillerymen  (for  they  were  lying  desbd  in

I  WM  strewed  with  our  soldiers,  for  the  most  part  mortally  wounded. 
Villa  Spada  waa  surrounded :  we  shut  ourselves  into  the  house,  barri¬ 
cading  the  doors,  and  defending  oureelvee  from  the  windows.  Tha 
cannon  balls  fell  thickly,  spreading  devastation  and  death ;  the  halls 
of  the  Vincennes  chasseurs  hissed  with  unerring  aim  through  tha 
shattered  windows.  ’  It  is  maddening  to  fight  within  the  limits  of  a 
house,  when  a  cannon  ball  may  rebound  from  every  wall,  and  where, 
if  not  thus  struck,  you  may  be  crushed  under  the  shatter^  ineeonry ; 
where  the  air,  impregnated  with  smoke  and  gunpowder,  brings  the 
groans  of  the  wounded  more  distinctly  on  the  ear,  and  where  the  feet 
slip  along  the  bloody  pavement,  while  the  old  fabric  reels  and  totters 
under  the  redoubling  shocks  of  the  cannonade.  The  defence  bad 
already  lasted  two  hours.  Manara  passed  continually  from  one  room 
to  another,  seeking  to  reanimate  the  combatants  by  his  preeenoe  and 
words.

A  few  minutes  afterwards  he  was  standing  at  an  open  window, 
looking  through  his  telescope  at  some  of  the  enemy  who  were  in  the 
act  of  planting  a  cannon,  when  a  shot  from  a  carabine  passed  through 
his  body.  *'1  am  a  dead  man,”  he  said,  falling  :  ”  1  commend  my 
children  to  you,”  The  surgeon  hastened  to  bis  assistance.  I  looked 
inquiringly  into  hia  countenance,  and  eeeing  him  turn  pale,  lost  all 
hope.  He  was  laid  on  a  hand-barrow,  and,  taking  advantage  of  a 
momentary  pause  in  the  firing,  we  passed  through  a  broken-down 
window,  into  the  open  country.  Manara,  letting  his  hand  fall  iuto 
mine,  kept  saying  to  me,  ”  Do  not  abandon  me,  stay  with  me  i  *’  and 
I  followed  him  with  a  bleeding  heart.  My  duty  as  a  soldier  was  now 
accomplished ;  the  roost  painful  office  of  a  friend  was  all  that  re¬ 
mained  for  me  to  do.  Affer  many  windings  and  turnings  we  reached 
the  ambulance  of  Sta.  Maria  della  Rcala,  where  a  hundred  of(the  rooet 
severely  wounded  had  been  already  placed,  it  being  impossible  to 
have  them  conveyed  to  a  greater  distance.  The  moment  we  arrived, 
Manara  desired  me  to  tend  for  his  Milanese  fViend,  Dr.  Agoetino  Ber- 
tani.  In  the  mean  while  all  the  surgeons  were  preparing  to  do  what 
they  could  for  him  ;  but  he  continued  saying  ”  Let  me  die  in  peace, 
do  not  move  me.”  In  consequence  of  having  been  assured  by  the 
medical  men  that  he  had  but  a  few  hours  to  live,  I  bent  down  to  his 
ear,  and  said,  ”  Think  of  your  Lord  and  Ravlour.”  ‘‘Oh,  I  think  of 
him,  and  much,”  he  replied.  I  then  beckoned  to  a  flapucine  monk 
to  come  near,  who,  after  having  received  the  signs  of  the  dying  man’s 
contrition,  imparted  to  him  abeolution.  Manara  then  wished  to  be 
supported  by  the  Viaticum,  and  1  anxiously  endeavoured  to  prepare 
him  as  well  as  I  could  for  his  great  change.

The 
doyleys  were  of  pale  green  Genoa  velvet,  richly  embroidered  with  de¬ 
vices  of  Peace  and  Plenty  ;  the  Royal  crown  In  the  centre,  encircled 
with  the  national  flags  of  England,  France,  Austria,  Turkey,  the 
United  Slates  &c.,  and  the  arms  of  the  City  of  London.  The  dessert 
plates,  of  *' Rose  du  Rarri,’*  had  the  Royal  arms  and  those  of  the 
Prince  Consort  and  the  Prince  of  Wales  on  either  side;  the  aims  of 
the  eiiy,  and  of  the  East  India  Company,  and  a  surrounding  wreath 
of  the  rose,  thistle,  and  shamrock.  The  bills  of  fare  were  of  delicate 
pale  gold  satin,  with  an  embossed  border,  showing  the  initials  of  her 
Majesty  and  Prince  Albert,  and  the  arms  of  the  City  of  London  In 
relief.  The  napkins  were  of  the  finest  Scotch  damask,  tastefully  em¬ 
broidered  and  trimmed  with  rich  lace.  The  guests  at  the  Royal  sup- 1 
per  table  consisted  of  the  Queen,  Prince  Albert,  his  Roval  IlighnessI 
the  Duke  of  Cambridge,  the  Duchess  of  Kent,  Princess  .Mary  of  Cam- 1 
bridge.  Prince  Edward  of  Saxe  Weimar,  Prince  Wasa,  and  the  Lady 
Mayoress.  The  Lord  Mayor  was  in  attendance  upon  the  Queen,  as 
were  the  Marquis  of  Westminster  and  the  other  officers  of  the  Royal 
household.  At  a  aide  table  the  whole  of  the  corps  diplomatique  were 
entertained,  hut  none  of  the  other  visitors  sat  down  to  supper  until  her 
Majesty  had  risen  to  depart,  when  a  tremendous  rush  was  made  by 
most  of  those  present  to  the  various  side-tables.  The  Queen,  attended 
by  the  Prince  and  her  suite,  retired  In  tiie  order  observed  upon  her 
roming.  The  enthusiasm  was,  if  possible,  greater.  All  the  company 
stood  up  to  do  her  hnnotir,  and  left  the  various  alleys  in  which  they 
had  been  buried  in  pursuit  of  the  pleasures  of  the  table  to  give  a  part¬ 
ing  eheer  to  their  Sovereign.  Shortly  before  one  o'clock  the  trumpets 
sounded  a  Royal  flourish  at  the  gates  of  Guildhall,  and  through  a 
dense  mass  of  people,  cheering  incessantly  and  with  the  greatest  en¬ 
thusiasm,  her  Majesty  returned  home  to  Riickiugham  Palace,  after  this 
interesting  visit  to  the  ancient  metropolis  of  her  kingdom.  We  have 
not  heard  of  any  serious  accidents,  though  in  consequence  of  the  great 
pressure  of  the  crowd  at  various  points  during  the  progress  of  her  Ma¬ 
jesty,  and  in  the  course  of  the  evening,  several  persons  sustained  inju¬ 
ries  from  being  thrown  down  and  trampled  upon. 

The  Lord  Mayor  received  a  communication  from  Lord  John  Russell 
on  Thursday  evening,  conveying  her  Majesty's  most  gracious  ap¬ 
proval  of  all  the  arrangements  of  the  entertainment,  and  annrmnc- 
Ing  lire  fact  tliat  her  Majeaiy  had  been  pleased  to  confer  upon  his 
lordship  the  dignity  of  a  baronet  of  the  United  Kingdom,  in  token  of 
the  Royal  appreciation  of  the  hospitality  presided  over  by  his  lordship.
